NBW YORK, March 12.— The 
chemical warfare service lias dis­ 
covered a liquid poison so strong 
I that three drops will kill anyone 
whose skin it touches, it became 
known today. 
Falling like rain 
from nozzles attached to airplanes, 
the liquid would kill everything 
in the aircraft's path, according to 
a high official of the service.

weapon would do in the opinion 
of this official, follows: 
o n e plane carrying two tons of 
th* liquid could cover an area IOO 
feet wide by seven railes long In 
one trip aud could deposit enough 
material to kill every man in that 
area, and if those on the ground 
wrer.‘ not protected by gas masks, 
the area of fatality would be many 
times greater. 
The only limit to the quantity 
of this liquid which could be made 
is the vast amount of electric pow­ 
er, as nearly
